| London, Sept. 3.—London has been gunning a long time for the big-

gest birds ir the world, and early this merning she got one. It was one of
the nocturnal monsters that hover high above peaceful homes, now and
then tossing off a ball of fire or some other death-dealing missile—a
Zeppelin.

Thirteen of the monsters took part in the most dangerous and elabo-
rate raid yei made. Only three succeeded in getting over London, the rest
bombarding with little effect towns and cities along the cast coast, As
usual, many of the bombs fell into the sea, and the total casualties were
very small compared to the effort put forth. So far only two deaths and
thirteen injured, including two children, have been reported. None of the
casualties was in the metropolitan distriet of London. Full reports from
the country have not vet been received,

The quarry of London's guns came to earth in a little hamlet north-
west of the city. It fell in an open field, and early rizers, or those who
had not returned to bed after being awakened about 2 in the morning, were
greeted by the sight of the greatest trophy of the air as the stricken ship,
like some prehistorie reptile, lay stretched out, singed and charred.

The quiet country lanes leading through the pleasant fields and neat
hedgerows to the spot where the wreck had fallen soon resembled the
roads on Long lsland on the morning of a Vanderbilt Cup race. Motors
dashed aloag regardless of the restrictions on the use of petrol. Market
wagons lumbered by, filled with entire families. Bicyelists and pedestrians
slid and plodded through the rain and mud. Thousands and thousands
tramped the weary miles to see what remained of the creature which a few

TAKE3,000 MEN

Joint Attack Clears
Guillemont and
Clery.

DRIVE TO GATES
OF COMBLES

French Capture Forest
and Obtain Grip
on Ginchy.
By Cahls to Tha Tribune |

London, Sept. 8. Advancing along &
front of six miles north of the Somme
the French and British forces to-day
struck their greatest blow in weeks at
the enemy,

The powerful joint attack won for
the Allied forces the villages of Clery,
Le Forest, Guillemont and part of
Ginchy ; extended their lines nearly half
a mile at every point and brought them

| to the very outskirts of Combles, and
swept in nearly 8,000 prisoners.

The attack was one of the most vio-

| lent made in the two months of fight-

ing on this front and far more than
evened the score for the small German
gains won in the counter offensive of
last week.
Allies Attack on All Fronts,

With this attack the Allies are again
on the offensive on all fronts, and the
respite which the Germans had while
the Rumanian question was being set-
tled is ended. At a time when the
Anstro-German armies are being driven
from their vital positions on the Iron
Gates of the Danube and Germany has
sent 50,000 men to attempt to stem the

Foch's soldiers had en-
tered Clery befors, but eounter as-
eaults, pressed with a vigor which
seema to have left the Germans of late,
wiways succeeded in turning them out
again, With the town permanently in
their possession Peronne cannot mueh
longer withstand the pressure to which
it will be exposed from the north.

i:nchg will hardly be able either ta
resist the pressure which the British
hold will expose the German defenders
to, and crities here look for the com-
plete occupation of the village within
a day or two. It seems certain that the
British will be able to held Guillemont
now against all counter assaults,

Thus the grip which the Allies have
obtained on the German second lines
will be turned against them. From now
on the Allied push should win increas-
ingly greater victories along the whole
front, possibly smashing through the
enemy's defences for a real drive em
Bapaume before the winter sets in,

Germans Sarrendering,

The eapture of g0 many prizoners by
| the Allied forces in this operation is
regarded here as highly signifieant.
Observers bhelieve that it indicates
cither one of two things: that the Al-
lied attack is showing a power sueh
as has never been realized before, or
that the German soldiers, wesry of the
battle, are again surrendering in large
numbers withuut offering whole-heart«
ed resistance. Reports of the surren-
der of German trcops on this front
are reaching London in ever increasing
numbera.

To-day’s operations by the Allies
| were not confined to the Somme front.
Simultaneously with the great drive to
their west, Haig's troops in the Thiep-
| val region extended their lines near
the ouquet Farm and along the
Ancre, while Petain's forces struck he-
fore Verdun and won fresh advances in
the neighbaorhood of Fleury. The Ger+
mans also returned to their attacks in
| this sector, launching spirited assaults
at Vaux and Chapitre. At all but one
